Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The Examiner acknowledges Applicant's submission of the amendment filed on 
2/4/03. 

2. The allowed claims are 1-2, 4-15, 18-25. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The recitations of the specific features of the focused ultrasound system, of 
claims 1 and 15, including especially wherein the planner further constructs a predicted 
thermal dose distribution illustrating the predicted thermal dose contours of each 
treatment site in the treatment plan, and wherein after a thermal dose is delivered to 
each treatment site in the treatment plan, the actual thermal dose distribution is 
compared to the predicted thermal dose distribution to determine remaining untreated 
locations within the target mass, are not taught nor fairly suggested by the prior art of 
record.
